A rare and valuable historical 
document was brought to the 
Daily Register office Friday by 
Mr. J. R. Cox, one of Richmond's 
best known citizens. It is the 
original proclamation to the peo- 
ple of Kentucky as drawn in his 
own handwriting by Gen. Kirby 
Snrith, commanding the Confed- 
erate cavalry forces, and issued 
August 29, 1862. 

The proclamation is written in 
ink upon blue lined paper and is 
in a splendid state of preserva- 
tion, except that it has been 
mouse-eaten along the edge. The 
proclamation was addressed to 
citizens of Kentucky, and reads 
as follows : 

Kentuckians; The army of the 
Confederate States has again en 
tered your territory under mj 
command. Let no one make you 
believe that we come as invader: 
seeking to coerce your will or tt 
exercise control over your soil. 
Far from it. The principle we 
maintain is that all government 
derives its just powers from the 
consent of the .governed. 1 shall 
endeavor to enforce the strictest 
discipline, in order that the prop- 
erty of citizens and non-combat- 
ants may be protected 1 shah 
be compelled to procure subsist- 
ence for my troops among you 
md tli is shall be paid for 

Kentuckians ! We come not as 
invaders, but as liberators. We 
come to unveil the mesh which 
iTankee ingenuity and selfish men 
have woven around you. We 
come invoking the spirit of your 
resolutions of i798. We come to 
arouse you from the lethargy 
which enshrouds your fore- 
thoughts and which forebodes the 
political death of your state.

Millions of years 
were needed to transform tlie resin 
into amber, and the search for amber 
has developed romantic and picturesque 
episodes like those that have become 
part and parcel of the story of gold 
nds. An amber mine, how- 
« v r. is not necessarily under water, 
and there is an open-air mine at I'alm- 
uicken where amber is dug for in much 
the same way as diamonds are sought 
in the mines of Kimberley. In nor- 
mal times this one mine provides oc- 
cupation for about 3,000 amber 
seekers.

SAVE COSTLY TIRES 



STARTING MOTOR 



Not as Difficult a Task as Many 
People Think. 



Detailed Instructions, With lllustra. 
tion, Showing Just How Operatic! 
May Be Performed — Make Auto 
Steer Easily. 

Everybody knows that if the two 
front wheels of the automobile are not 
parallel, or nearly so, the side-slip of 
one of them, usunlly the right wheel, 
results In ruining the tires in a few 
hundred miles. 

Few people, however, know how easy 
it is to measure the wheels and keep 
them parallel. The sketch given here- 
with makes it clear. Take a piece of 
two by three Inch scantling, or any 
stiff boprd which will lie flat under the 
car. Make two triangles, somewhat 
like carpenter's squares, out of three 
pieces of wood, as shown. One of these

is to he fastened permanently to the 
scantling and the other is separate. 
Jieasure the exact height of the cen- 
ter of the hubs of the front wheels 
from the ground, and drive a long nail 
or screw through the upper part >f 
each triangle so that the point of the 
screw will be at the .same height as 
the center of the hub. This is impor- 
tant. 

See that the car is standing on a lev- 
el spot — a concrete floor Is best. Place 
the scantling under the car so that the 
tip of the rixed screw touches the in- 
side rim of the wheel at the rear edge. 
Take the movable triangle and slide it 
along until the tip of the movable 
screw touches the Uishle rim of the op- 
posite wheel. Mark this position on 
the scantling. 

Now move the apparatus to the front 
of the whepls. and take, another meas- 
urement of the distance between rims, 
marking on the scantling as before. 
The difference between the two marks 
on the scantling will show how much 
the wheels are out of true, and this 
can be corrected by changing the ad- 
justment on the cross connection be- 
tween the steering arms. 

To make the car steer easily and 
hold the road closely, the front wheels 
should not be exactly parallel, but 
should "toe In" slightly— that is, the 
distance between the rims at the height 
of the hub should be about one-quarter 
inch less at the front of the wheels 
than at the back.

PLAN OF EFFICIEN T DEVICE 

Illustration Given Herewith Gives 
Good Idea of What Is Wanted— 
Carbcn Filament Lamp Is 
Particularly Adapted. 

One of the simplest ways to start an 
automobile during cold weather Is 
through application of heat to the car- 
buretor. Most appliances to perform 
this particular duty are complicated 
and costly. The following device, which 
can be made by the amateur workman, 
will be found easy to construct and 
wonderfully efficient. 

Use Metal Shield. 

Cut out a metal shield, somewhat 
after the pattern slwiwn in the sketch. 
The shape and size depend upon your 
particular make of carburetor, but the 
drawing gives a general idea of what 
is wanted. Bend the two short lugs in 
to form shoulders and then fit the long- 
er lugs around the body of the carbu-

retor, tightening them In place with 
-•mall stove-bolts. This will leave the 
<hield projecting away from one side 
about two inches. Rend the top and 
hottora panels in place, forcing the 
*niall his* inside the shell. 

Carbon Filament Lamp Best. 

After the shield is properly fitted, 
take it off and secure a lamp socket to 
the inside so that the bulb, when in 
place, wijj bear close to the carburetor. 
Use a carbon filament lamp as it k'iyos 
ihe maximum amount of heat. Lead 
the wires from the base out through 
holes in the sides; being careful to 
insulate them from the metal. When 
till is complete, put the shield back in 
place and wrap the whole apparatus 
with thin asbestos paper. Then bind 
it on with fine wire. 

Connect the wires with the storage 
battery of the car and with a con- 
venient switch on the dash. 

In the severest weather, this device 
will insure sufficient heat to start an 
automobile with but very little delay. 
— L. B. Robbins, in Popular Science 
Monthly. 



GRABBING CLUTCH HARMFUL 

Mechanism That Transmit* Power 
From Engine to Wheels Is Receiv- 
ing Destructive Strain.

MOUNT STRAIGHT-SI0E TIRES 



Best Method Is First to Lay Rim on 
Flcor and Insert Valve StenrTii 
Proper Place. 



The nest method of mounting 
straight-side tires is first to lay the 
rim on the floor and insert the valve 
stem of tire tire in the proper place. 
About ten inches of the bead on 1 eth 
Sides of the valve should then be 
forced into place. After thus start- 
ing the tire it should bo further 
forced into place by stamping on it, 
first on one side and then on the 
other, which as a rule is all that is 
necessary to seat the tiro properly, 
though sometimes it may be neces- 
sary to resort to the aid of a tire tool. 
The ends of the rim may be brought 
Into place with the use of a screw- 
driver, due care being taken not to 
«ret the wrou2 end of the rim on ton.

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Several prominent Richmond auto- 
mobilists are heartily in favor of the 
Uniform Signal law, which has been 
suggested by the Louisville Auto- 
mobile Club. Suggestions have been 
that it be enacted into a state law, or 
else that each city adopted traffic or- 
dinances putting, this system of 
signalling into effect. 

Upon request of local motorists the 
Daily Register republishes what was 
said of it in the Courier-Journal the 
other day: 

It is virtually axiomatic | among 
those motorists who have given study 
to the question that more than one- 
half of the minor accidents and a good 
many of the serious ones in places 
where traffic is congested are caused 
by failure on part of the motorist to 
signal his intentions in operating the 
car. That is to signal in such a man- 
ner that any other motorists in front, 
behind or at the side of the car, or 
any person nearby, may determine at 
once and definitely just what the 
signalling driver proposes to do. Many 
a smashed fender; many a damaging 
"side swipe", many a broken head- 
light ,and many a narrow escape 
from inflicting serious injury upon the 
pedestriens could and would be avoided 
by the adoption of a system of signal- 
ling that is easily acquired by the 
motorist and easily understood by the 
public. 

Louisville's present ordinance "re- 
lating to the operation of automobiles 
is too vague to be of much actual good 
it merely provides if a driver expects 
to run right the signal should h'i 
made by pointing in that direction 
with, the right hand; if to the left, 
by pointing to the ]e£i with the left 
band; the reader can readily see how 
difficult it would be under our pres- 
ent traffic regulations for a m*toris1 
in a left-hand driven car to give sig- 
nal that he intends to turn tTgfit. 
The signal to slow down or stop on- 
d(-r the existing ordinance provisos 
that .such a signal be given by ex- 
tending the arm vertically. This 
would be interpreted under the law 
Which is being generally adopted to 
indicate that the driver was turning 
in the opposite dh-ection. 

Motor traffic experts in California, 
Illinois and other states, where the 
number of automobiles is relatively 
fur larger than in Kentucky, have 
reached the conclusion that a "one- 
hand" system of signals the left hand 
for the left-hand driver car, the right 
hand for the right-hand driver car will 
! solve the whole problem.
